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Indigenous Themes Shared by All for All 
Marion Art Center 
By Marilou Newell 

The Marion Art Center’s latest installation 
focuses and pays homage to Native American works of 
art. To accomplish that, Executive Director Jodi Stevens 
networked and found a trio of artists whose art bear 
that theme. From traditional Native American regalia to 
inspired portraits of chiefs and woodcarvings harkening 
totem poles, the MAC is once again sharing the wonders 
of artistic expression in all its magnificence. 

When we visited the MAC, Stevens was putting 
the finishing touches for the exhibit in the two galleries 
where works done by Vincent Mancini, Makerjake aka 
Jacob Ginga, and Max Brown-Garcia are now on display. 

The trio’s works of visual splendor complement 
one another in terms of theme and Native American art 
but also inform the visitor that this genre is alive and 
thriving in the 21st century. Each artist reaches into Native 
American culture seeking inspiration that has aided him 
in his journey to create pieces of art that feel both familiar 
and new. 

Vincent Mancini tells of his first exposure to 
Native American culture when at a very young age his 
family attended annual powwows. He would become so 
enthralled by the people, the music and the regalia as to 
find himself years later still thinking about the events. 
“Those powwows touched me and stayed with me.” 
Now, albeit many years later, the artist creates pieces that 
honors the original inhabitants of these lands using new 
techniques as well as natural elements. 

Mancini’s works incorporate the use of naturally 
molted feathers affixed to canvas, creating what may be 
described as feather mosaics but what he calls “feather 
delineation.” He is especially drawn to wild turkey 
feathers, whose iridescent feathers have become portraits

of beloved and well-known Native Americans such as 
Geronimo and Chief Weetamoo. 

To create his version of Geronimo, Mancini used 
the subtle color and tonal variations of the feathers, 
painstakingly gluing 1-inch-square feather tiles to a 
canvas. The process took more than six months, he said. 
After years of perfecting the technique of using feathers 
to create art, his portraits demonstrate how powerfully 
shading can depict muscle tone and facial features not 
with conventional paints, pastels or charcoals but from 
the colors imbued in the feathers. 

“T’ve always been an outdoor person,” Mancini 
shared, and from the many hours he immersed himself in 
outdoor pursuits he would always collect feathers found 
along the way. But it would be the wild turkey feathers 
that provide the basis of many for his creations. 

On the first-floor gallery upon entering the 
space that initially greets MAC visitors is Geronimo, a 
large canvas covered in shades of brown, gray, black and 
ivory created from hundreds of tiny, hand-cut feathers

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placed with precision. “I wanted it to look like pixels on 
a TV screen,” Mancini explained. And while that is the 
end result, the clarity of the image leaves no room for 
suesswork — it is clearly Geronimo. 

Although he is not himself of Native American 
heritage, Mancini pushes the viewer to think about 
stereotypes and that our collective expectations of Native 
American culture should continue to evolve and be 
supportive. 

Makerjake does have Native American DNA and 
feels deeply connected to those ancestorial roots through 
his mother and grandfather. His DNA also is saturated 
with talent in beadwork and the making of regalia. So 
it isn’t surprising that, while he feels as if his feet are 
planted in two worlds, “Native American and colonial,” 
he draws primary inspiration from tribal themes. 

That is not to say Makerjake’s work isn’t 
contemporary. Using three-dimensional laser programs 
and tools, Makerjake creates a fusion of street art 
mixed with indigenous themes. There are lizards, fish 
and faces that are reminiscent of totem-pole carvings 
now reimagined. Many of his pieces give the sense of 
woodblock carvings and prints, a creative style he said he 
is going to continue to explore. 

Of the works on exhibit, Makerjake said, “The 
layered wooden pieces have evolved over time.” He calls 
them pieces of “visual storytelling.” 

The third artist, Max Brown-Garcia, shares his 
interpretation of traditional regalia. Feathered headpieces, 
along with bustles and implements, add a rich layer of 
heritage and skill in the making of ceremonial costumes 
and associated pieces. He explained that eagle feathers, 
claws and other animal elements can be obtained through 
registration with the U.S. Department of Fish and 
Wildlife, which distributes materials to Native Americans 
for such important creative and religious pursuits. 

Brown-Garcia is new to the art world in terms of 
displaying his crafts, but he has been creating wearable 
art for many years. He shared that he is fully enjoying 
the opportunity presented through this show and where 
it may lead. He said he would pursue other exhibition 
venues in the future and possibly the concept of creating

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Cultural Club Takes Education 


Outside Schools

Agenda-driven, social-media platforms may 
have hope of a future that includes civil discourse on 
controversial matters, thanks to a generation of students 
who are practicing good listening habits as members 
of their high schools’ chapters in the Cultural Clubs of 
America, Inc. (CCA.) Old Rochester Regional High School 
chapter founder Eddie Gonet, now an ORR senior, says 
the local chapter has come a long way in a short time. 

“We've definitely grown a lot, not only reaching 
more people but grown in what we're learning,” said 
Gonet. “We’re having much deeper conversations, 
learning how to respectively discuss.” 

Last week, the ORR Cultural Club took part in a 
Zoom-style conference titled “Know Your Roots” together 
with chapters representing Tabor Academy, Fairhaven, 
Dartmouth and Nipmuc (Mendon-Upton.) 

The virtual conference aimed at raising awareness 
of local Native American history and culture featured 
Cora Peirce, an “historic preservationist” and member 
of the Pocasset Wampanoag tribe of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

A controversial subject in many high schools 
has been mascot logos and names, and it so happens 
Dartmouth High School’s mascot is the Indians and 
Nipmuc’s is the Braves. 

Noting that Peirce said she is offended by the 
use of Native American names as sports mascots, Gonet 
was interested to learn that Dartmouth representatives 
reported support from Native Americans who have said 
they feel honored by it. 

“It’s something we've really been aiming to a 
point where we can have discussions. It’s all about open 
discussion,” said Gonet. 

Peirce’s words were nonetheless compelling. 

“She was so detail oriented I could actually see 
in my mind every place she referenced,” said CCA Board 
member and Old Rochester teacher Michael Nailor in a 
press release from ORR. 

Nailor noted in the release how the event helped

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Ice, and Bone: Arctic Whaler Nathaniel Ransom” (2015, 
Randall.) Through her telling of Ransom’s whaling 
exploits, Frink gives this blood relative renewed life if but 
for a brief hour. 

Beyond her academic and literary talents, 

Frink is also one darn good storyteller. On February 16, 
she entertained while giving an in-depth presentation 
sponsored by the Mattapoisett Museum, taking her 
audience on a cold, wet, dangerous journey into the 
realities of the whaling industry. 

Before we venture onto the high seas with 
Nathaniel Ransom, let us say that when digging into the 
past, piecing together sometimes the tiniest fragments of 
data is not for those who are in a hurry. Such investigatory 
efforts take time, patience 
and persistence. 

Armed with those 
virtues, Frink was aiming 
to find out more about one 
great (possibly great, great) 
grandfather (Matthew 
Hiller) when she happened 
upon a newspaper article 
that mentioned Ransom, 
another of her forefathers. 
Intrigued by this detail, 
she went down the rabbit 
hole of time and found 
an unexpected person of 
interest. Her research would 
become the genius of her book. 

Frink said that Ransom was born in 1845 in 
Carver. The Ransom family moved to Mattapoisett 
in 1855. At age 14 Ransom completed his schoolroom 
education, an age generally speaking, when formal 
education ended and the work of living began, especially 
for boys. For this young man, like hundreds of others 
before him, shipping out on a whaler to earn one’s keep 
would become the hallmark of his life. 

But these were not the days of whaling when a 
ship could simply slip into the Atlantic a few hundred 
miles off shore and find whales. Overfished and nearly

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completely obliterated from local oceans, whalers had to 
travel farther and farther away from homeport in search 
of marketable whales, taking years to return. 

Ransom would eventually find himself hunting 
primarily between Alaska and southern climes chasing 
bowhead whales. From the journal that he kept nearly 
every day of his life, Ransom recorded the high-sea 
journeys he took, material that Frink would later plumb 
for details. One detail was the amount he earned. A good 
trip taking several years might net as much as a thousand 
dollars, a princely sum for that age. The young Ransom’s 
hunting success meant he could marry, buy a home and 
plan for his eventual and permanent return. 

But the story Frink shared didn’t shy away from 
the extreme brutality of the whale hunt. She described the 
spears, later the use of explosive charges, the rendering 
of whale blubber, the smell, the slime and filth. She also 
shared Ransom’s experience of encountering starving 
whalers who had survived the loss of their ship but were 
near death when found. They had apparently been cared 
for by indigenous people living along the coast, subsisting 
on walrus blubber, only walrus blubber. Ransom would 
urge his fellow whalers to stop killing the walrus, a 
practice being done on a massive scale to harvest their 
blubber and tusks. He understood how much the native 
people depended on the walrus. His compassionate 
conservation efforts were for naught, Frink said. 

The Civil War was noted as having an impact 
on the whaling industry with the production of better 
and more accurate weaponry. Frink also said that the use 
of bowhead baleen for all manner of women’s fashions 
drove the market demand for decades. 

Then there was the story of 33 whaling ships 
stranded in the ice pack, yet all were saved by other 
whalers. And that during subsequent trips to that area, 
wood from the stranded ships was scavenged for fuel. 

Ransom would spend a total of 15 years whaling, 
eventually settling down with his family on Foster Street 
in Mattapoisett around 1871 and dying in 1910 at the 
age of 61. Frink said it was believed that the hard years 
aboard whaling ships trimmed years off his life. 

Portions of Ransom’s diary are available to view 
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major outlets. 


FY23 Operating Budget Up 3.38 Percent 
Mattapoisett Select Board

There is still plenty of pencil sharpening and 
number crunching to be done by Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco and the finance team at Town Hall, but the 
preliminary FY23 general fund operating budget currently 
stands at $30,913,841, 3.38 percent over expected FY22. 
The draft budget was rolled out during the February 22 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board. 

Lorenco said driving the increase were such 
things as retirement payouts up by 8 percent, health 
insurance up 8 percent, and utility and fuel costs that 
keep rising. On the revenue side, Lorenco is forecasting a 
20-percent drop-off from FY22. He said that it is possible 
the state’s contribution will increase by $140,000, but 
those numbers won’t be solidified for some weeks. 

Regarding new growth, Lorenco said that 
building permits are expected to decrease due to rising 
material costs, something that directly impacts the 
building trades. However, a new local meals tax is 
expected to bring in as much or more than $60,000. He’s 
projecting a modest increase from local receipts once the 
books close in July. 

The board and Lorenco also discussed village 
roadway engineering plans by VHB, Inc. that have been 
underway for some time. The engineering group has been 
under contract to produce up to 75-percent engineered 
drawings as required by the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation for the long-planned roadway 
improvements to Main, Water and Beacon streets and 
Marion Road. Lorenco said that the firm was asking for 
an additional 142 hours to reach the 75-percent mark. The 
additional time and a new rate schedule could drive the 
cost up as much as $40,000, Lorenco said. 

Board member Tyler Macallister asked that VHB 
be asked to justify the increase in hours, given that the 
original estimates were based on their calculations for 
how long the project would take to design. Lorenco said 
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he would also look at what monies had already been 
appropriated by Town Meeting for the project. 

In other business, two local business owners met 
with the Select Board for hearings to discuss changes to 
their operations. 

Coming before the board was Michael Sandofsky 
to discuss his plans for opening a market in the Ropewalk 
complex on Route 6. While some work had begun, 
Sandofsky said that no work is taking place now. There 
were some issues with permits that he believed he had 
in place. Local building officials did not agree, instead 
citing that the work that had taken place did not meet 
Massachusetts State Building Code. 

The board was supportive of Sinofsky’s new 
business plans, explaining to him that he would need at 
least one common victualer license but possibly two if 
the Walrus and Captain DBA is going to be used. These 
licenses would be necessary for the selling of prepared 
foods. Sandofsky will also need to apply for a liquor 
license, as his business model includes the retailing of 
high-end wines and beer. 

The board continued the public hearing until 
March 22, but Chairman Jordan Collyer asked that 
construction permits be in order within 48 hours. The 
board agreed to keep the project moving in a forward 
direction. 

Richard Pasquill, owner of Turks Seafood 
Restaurant, asked the board to consider allowing the 
outdoor sitting area that was first constructed to keep 
his business going during the height of the pandemic 
when indoor dining was restricted. Pasquill said that he 
reconfigured the interior of the building and now uses 
two former indoor dining areas for takeout service and 
prep space. He noted that, in spite of the challenges faced 
during COVID-19, a better workflow was created for both 
his staff and serving the public. The space in question 
is a 30-foot by 60-foot canopied area with 10 tables. The 
request was unanimously approved. 

The extension of Park Lane, a public way, 
was discussed with Attorney Patricia McArdle and 
David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone Inc., 
representatives for Scott and Margo Atkinson. At issue 
is that Park Lane, although a public way, was never 
completed. The Atkinsons have a two-lot subdivision 
approved on the other side the railroad easement that 
bisects the unfinished Park Lane roadway. 

The development of the lots has been hung up as 
engineering and legal issues were resolved. On Tuesday 
night, it was up to the Select Board to grant permission for 
a private party to complete a public roadway. The board 
agreed the 123-foot extension project could move forward 
pending review and written confirmation by the Fire 
Department, the Highway Department and a confirming 
letter from the town’s peer-review consultant.

Town Administrator Job 
Rochester Select Board

Before Tuesday’s interviews, it was not certain 
that by week’s end the Rochester Select Board would pick 
a successor to Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar, but 
board member Woody Hartley wanted to go right after 
it when the four finalists had finished the process and at 
least share initial impressions. 

“This is fresh in my mind,” he said. 

As it turned out, Hartley and fellow Select Board 
members Paul Ciaburri and Chairman Brad Morse 
needed little conversation to realize they share a strong 
belief that Glenn Cannon is the right person for the job. 

“I was very comfortable with his answers ... I 
think he’s a great candidate,” said Hartley, noting that 
Cannon’s engineering and project-based experience will 
be of timely benefit as the Town of Rochester planned 
just last week to form a committee to conduct a feasibility 
study that it is hoped will lead to construction of a new 
or upgraded facilities for the town’s Police and Fire 
departments. 

Szyndlar will step down as town administrator 
on June 30 but remain with Rochester in the newly created 
position of Finance Director. She has also been serving as 
town accountant. 

Citing “no reason to move onto a meeting on 
Friday,” Morse said, “I think it’s pretty unanimous,” 
and entertained the motion delivered by Hartley and 
seconded by Ciaburri. Morse told the board he would 
contact Cannon Tuesday night and make the offer with 
contract negotiations to follow. 

Cannon, Herbert Durfee, Jessica Horsman and 
Edward Swartz were the four finalists interviewed 
on Tuesday after being culled from a group of seven 
interviewed by Plymouth-based Community Paradigm 
Associates LLC. Bernard Lynch, founder and managing 
principal of the consulting firm, was city manager of 
Lowell eight years and for 20 years was Chelmsford’s 
town manager. 

Lynch explained that the initial effort solicited 
between 100 and 200 prospective applicants; 18 responded 
and two significant withdrawals left the field at 16, seven 
of which were interviewed. 

Cannon, Bourne’s acting town administrator, 
and Durfee, former Norwich, Vermont, town manager, 
represented the closest thing to matching experience, 
while Horsman, Attleboro’s Public Health director, and 
Swartz, a longtime member of the Dighton Finance 
Committee, also emerged from the pool of candidates to 
the final stage. 

Cannon has served as the Bourne’s assistant town 
administrator the past four years and has been acting 
town administrator while the town’s new hire for the 
position is not yet in place. Cannon’s role in Bourne has 
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been “very much project oriented,” according to Lynch. 

Asked how he describes a town administrator, 
Cannon said it’s “the person who brings it all together” 
and supports town departments, making sure that they 
have the support and the direction they need. Tough 
decisions are part of the job, Cannon said. “It might not be 
the most popular decision but the right decision.” 

Prior to working for Bourne, Cannon served 
20 years on the Cape Cod Commission and worked as 
director of technical services. His engineering degree 
at UMass Dartmouth has been used in roles with 
Cumberland Farms and the Massachusetts Highway 
Department, and he holds a 2019 certificate in Municipal 
Management from Suffolk University, a nine-month 
program in which Lynch teaches. Cannon has also served 
in a number of positions in Middleboro where he lives. 

Without a vote but asked for comment, Szyndlar 
said, “I think personally Glenn is the strongest of the four. 
Apples to apples, he was the strongest. ... It’s just a matter 
of time for (Horsman). ... Mr. Durfee, the Massachusetts 
background, that he doesn’t have, but (he’s) also very 
good. But, to me, Glenn clearly stands out.” 

“I go back to what we need,” said Town Counsel 
Blair Bailey, also asked for his opinion. Noting Szyndlar’s 
expertise in finance, “what’s on our horizon” and the 
turnover in administration, Bailey, too, threw his hat into 
the ring for project-related experience. “Not disrespecting 
the other two,” he said, “(but) with the turnover, Glenn or 
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Mr. Durfee is a better fit. I think Glenn’s terrific.” 

Durfee was given careful consideration, his 
interview being the longest in duration. 

Hartley was satisfied with Durfee’s answers 
to questions he had about the role of town manager 
as opposed to town administrator, a role that Hartley 
stressed collaborates with department heads rather 
than working over them in a supervisory capacity. 
Nonetheless, the problems that Durfee encountered in 
Norwich were collectively weighty for Hartley. 

“I’m a little concerned with him, he had a lot of 
negative stories and not as many positive ones,” said 
Hartley. 

“My take on that is he might have been trying 
to emphasize he was a problem solver ... I want to give 
him that benefit,” said Morse. “I thought they were all 
excellent, I really did. A couple of them surprised me.” 

Durfee, the lone out-of-state candidate, spent 
four years as town manager of Norwich, Vermont, until 
August 2021 when the town’s Select Board voted not to 
renew his contract. 

“Norwich is one of those towns - we have a 
number of them here in Massachusetts - that trend 
through managers every three or four years. He lasted 
his four years,” said Lynch, who told the board at its 
February 17 meeting that he reached out to Norwich 
including the Select Board and reported no criticisms but 
just an interest in change. 

While Durfee’s renewal was not supported 
last year by the town’s Select Board, he was praised by 
a Norwich-based engineer and by the town’s former 
police chief for his response to the 2017 storm and for his 
support to department heads, according to an August 2, 
2021, article detailing his dismissal in the Vermont-based 
Valley News. 

Lynch said he looked into Durfee’s involvement 
in a car-truck accident (also referenced in the Valley News 
article,) spoke with the police chief and a Select Board 
member, and called it “a one-off,” saying the Durfee 
made a mistake with alcohol, admitted it immediately, 
and made himself accountable to the public. The Norwich 
Select Board renewed his contract after that incident. 

In his interview on Tuesday, Durfee discussed an 
episode he encountered in Norwich in which the town 
dismissed a financial director after the ill-advised if well- 
intentioned shifting of $300,000 without properly vetted 
approval and an incident of comparable losses due to a 
scam. He said the money lost was recovered. 

Durfee, 58, told the Select Board he has procured 
“a ton of grants” and described a variety of experiences 
working with state officials. In project management, he 
said he helped double the size of Norwich’s Highway 
Department garage and a new Department of Public 
Works facility. Norwich lost all six department heads in a 
two-year period, some due to retirement and some whom 
Durfee said he had to let go. 

Durfee, who also served as town manager of 
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back to a January-December calendar to be aligned with 
the January 1 assessment date. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Select Board 
was not scheduled at adjournment. 


Harbormaster’s ‘Elephant’ Avoids Taxes 
Marion Finance Committee

In discussing the Harbormaster’s operating 
budget of $285,000 for FY23, the February 16 meeting 
of the Marion Finance Committee made sure the public 
understands how the department generates the revenue 
to absorb that budget figure and associated indirect 
costs for liability, fuel, Town Hall maintenance, shared 
employees, etc. 

“Long story short, the revenue we generate at the 
harbor goes directly back into the harbor so there is no 
taxpayer funds that are expended in any project that we 
do,” said Marion Harbormaster Isaac Perry. “That’s kind 
of the elephant in the room here. I think that’s what most 
people don’t realize.” 

Finance Committee member Bill Marvel 
prompted Perry to address that matter for the record. 

“T think that’s important, and especially when 
you're talking about this new project as well, to keep 
reiterating that point,” said Marvel, who also represents 
the Finance Committee to the Capital Improvements 
Planning Committee. 

Perry’s budget presentation was part of a 
February 16 public meeting that also saw the Recreation 
Department and Elizabeth Taber Library make their FY23 
budget presentations. 

The committee is amidst a very busy season, 
having heard from Police and Fire departments on 
February 9 and still looking ahead to the Old Rochester 
Regional School District presentation on March 2 and 
finally the Department of Public Works on March 9. 

Perry outlined five increases for the Finance 
Committee’s consumption: salary bumps for three full- 
time employees; overtime for one employee reclassified 
from exempt to non-exempt status; boat maintenance, 
which since the sale of the Atlantis Drive property is 
farmed out to contractors and Licenses and Dues. 

The Licenses and Dues budget line covers 
Marion’s online database. The annual subscription fee 
the past few years has been $6,000. That number goes up 
to $7,200 for FY23, according to Perry, who said Marion’s 
annual cost is less than half what some of the other 
commercially available online databases cost. 

“We're happy with our system; we spent a lot of 
time creating it. I just want to be able to continue to utilize 
that,” said Perry. 

Meantime, the Management and Development 
line has been on a “seesaw,” according to Perry, who 
points to the Police Reform Act of 2020 as a game changer. 
The act requires Marion’s three full-time Harbormaster 
Department employees to return to the police academy 
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McGrail meen out t that the ceca Economic Council 
was created by the Baker administration. “Whether it 
continues is anybody’s guess,” said McGrail. 

Marvel clarified that principal and interest would 
be covered by the Harbormaster Department's collection 
of fees and other regular revenue. McGrail said that Perry 
will be able to fund the debt and still save money for the 
future boat replacement. 

While $700,000 is greater than 20 percent of the 
grant, McGrail said paying the minimum would require 
a third grant application. “We’d rather wrap this up next 
year with the state, and also I think we have a better 
chance of getting the $2,000,000 (in grant funding) if we’re 
a little heavy on our end.” 
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The next grant application is due May 1 and will 
be awarded in August, and the next scheduled round 
is November 1 with a February-March 2024 schedule. 
Should the SEC not come through, the town has reached 
out to Coastal Zone Management, and there are other 
grant programs. 

Because both the Maritime Center and the 
proposed Department of Public Works headquarters at 
Benson Brook will take on debt, both will require a two- 
thirds majority vote at Town Meeting. 

Marion’s pump-out boat still needs a new motor, 
and Perry told the committee he has $16,000 set aside 
from the last Town Meeting. In addition, Marine Fisheries 
has awarded Marion a Clean Vessel grant for $15,000. 
Most of the cost for the motor will be funded through the 
Clean Vessel grant. 

Perry clarified that the current motor is still 
working but that pump-out service to the outer harbors 
would be canceled should the motor expire. The outboard 
motor needed last year was covered mostly through 
capital funding and also through line items. Availability, 
he said, has been the big issue with replacing motors. 

McGrail told the committee that thanks to work 
with Finance Director Judy Mooney, Marion has drawn 
closer to a balanced FY23 budget thanks to three factors. 

Upper Cape Tech indicated a greater-than- 
anticipated Chapter 70 funding, allowing Marion to save 
$20,000 on its annual assessment. 

McGrail also said that the town’s property and 
liability insurance carrier will increase its annual cost by 3 
percent instead of 5 percent as previously believed. 

After meeting earlier on February 16 with the 
Assessors, McGrail said the new growth estimate for FY23 
is increasing from $50,000 to $100,000. 

“Our thoughts were that rather than share 
another preliminary number with you now and have 
them change when ORR gives us their final official 
number, we'll just wait ‘til we get what they’re going to 
bring to the public hearing - ORR - include that and then 
send you guys a final balanced budget and that will be the 
numbers we use moving forward,” said McGrail. 

The Finance Committee members found that 
suitable. 

When Jody Dickerson was transferred into the 
DPW as Highway manager and Old Rochester Regional 
teacher Scott Tavares was brought on in as a part-time 
recreation director, McGrail said the maneuver saved the 
town 30 percent of the Recreation Department budget. 

Given that drastic decrease, Tavares’ FY23 
initiatives appear as an increase but leave the department 
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well below its former budget line. 

Tavares is seeking an increase in the 
administrative assistant’s weekly hours from 11 per week 
to 19. The pay scale will not change. He has also requested 
a Step 1 pay rate for part-time help to $14.25. Lifeguards 
are in demand, and Marion’s rate of $14 per hour cannot 
compete so Tavares requested an increase to $15.71. 

Marion sets out to employ up to 10 lifeguards in 
season. McGrail suggested adding to the custodial staff 
for the summer months. 

Internet problems cut the meeting short. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion 
Finance Committee is to be held on Wednesday, March 2, 
at 7:00pm. 


Zuker Plans to Improve His Pitch 
Marion Planning Board

Developer Matt Zuker hopes that voters at 
Marion’s May 9 Spring Town Meeting will respond more 
favorably than they did last year when they voted down 
his application for a zoning change that would have 
allowed him to pursue construction of a multifamily, 
residential development on Route 6 next to the much 
larger Heron Cove project planned by Ken Steen. 

The plan, said Zuker, has not changed. 

His regret from 2021 lies in the emphasis on 
construction details at the expense of a more thorough 
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presentation of the proposal’s impacts to the town. 

“It was a little bit rushed,” said Zuker, who was 
invited to informally discuss his plans with the Marion 
Planning Board at its public meeting on Tuesday night. 
“We made a decision as a group to do our best, a better 
job, at presenting the information ...” 

That will at least entail finalizing sewer capacity, 
coming up with the infiltration and inflow (I/I) and 
connection fees so crucial to keeping rate payers in town. 

In March, said Zuker, there will be three 
informational sessions for community outreach. He 
suggested they be held at the Music Hall. One would be 
held on a weekday, one on a weeknight and the other on a 
Saturday. 

He said he wants to make sure the town has the 
correct information and “at least get the facts out there.” 

Zuker’s selling point has been market-rate 
housing for a variety of situations including and majoring 
on seniors looking to downsize and stay in Marion. His 
group signed a deed restriction limiting the development 
to his initial plan, which is far below what current zoning 
would allow. 

Besides size, the fundamental difference between 
Zuker’s project and the adjacent 40B project planned 
by Steen is Zuker’s development would have property 
owners, whereas Steen’s project is entirely rentals. 

Where Steen’s application is with the state and 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals, Zuker, should he 
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special permit before the Planning Board. 

The Town of Marion has much more vetting 
mechanisms in the case of a market-rate housing project. 

“We know we could go back to underlying 
zoning there, but we just feel that this is better for the 
town,” said Zuker, who has tweaked his site plan based 
on communication with Fire Chief Brian Jackvony. 

Planning Board member Norm Hills brought 
up the news that the Wareham bridge will be rebuilt. 
Referencing the 25 percent plan, Hills told Zuker about 
mixed-use lanes on both sides of the bridge and apparent 
plans to reroute the bike path along Route 6 instead of 
County Street. 
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Asked about recreational uses by Planning 
Board member Alanna Nelson, Zuker said he is looking 
at possibilities including the rising interest in pickleball 
courts and said he would like to add some walking trails. 

Planning Board member Chris Collings estimates 
two years of bridge construction. “I will say on the record 
that your plan is excellent, and I was disappointed that it 
didn’t carry (at 2021 Town Meeting,)” said Collings. 

“It’s a big disadvantage without knowing what 
Mr. Steen’s project looks like next door,” said Planning 
Board member Jon Henry, who said he can better judge 
either when he sees “the whole enchilada.” 

“We've been following up on that,” said Zuker. 
“We're just as interested as you are.” 

Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall said, 
“It’s going to be impossible to sell this zoning change to 
the public without being able to speak to the town about 
(both projects.” 

Later in the meeting when faced with the ZBA’s 
request for comment on Steen’s many waiver requests, 
Saltonstall recommended the Planning Board request a 
site plan on the 40B project. 

Taking the opportunity to comment on the 
Heron Cove project in response to the ZBA’s request, 
Planning Board member Eileen Marum noted that the 
list of requested waivers includes some related to erosion 
damage, sedimentation and stormwater. She suggested 
the ZBA require a performance bond in accordance with 
Section 238.11a and 238.11c of the bylaws and “really pay 
attention to what's going on with the water.” 

Saltonstall noted that just as the Planning Board 
hires out peer review at applicants’ expense, the ZBA 
will likely have professionals represent the town in this 
process. “This is not going to be a one-and-done with 
the Zoning Board,” he said. “Even though this isn’t our 
charge, I feel personally like this is a project we need to 
have our nose in.”

Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge said a 
combination police-fire facility would cost $20,000,000, 
whereas a fire station would cost $9,000,000 and another 
$5,000,000 to bring police headquarters “up to what their 
needs are.” 

Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel weighed in, 
noting that the limitations on Rochester’s Police station 
“are getting more serious in nature. We can’t house 
anybody there now, Marion’s not taking anybody now 
and Plymouth isn’t either.” 

Town Planner Nancy Durfee advised the 
town against spending on the project before securing 
grant funding. She referenced the state’s Municipal 
Vulnerability Preparedness grant program (MVP), which 
support climate-change resiliency and priority projects. 

Durfee anticipates a scenario where the town 
procures a 75 percent grant and needs to put up a 25 
percent match. Durfee told the meeting that she had just 
worked with Szyndlar on an engagement program and 
put in for a PILOT-program grant but did not get the 
grant. But she did get a hazard-mitigation program grant. 

“We need to create a committee to work on this 
... Start out as feasibility and transition into a building 
committee,” said Select Board member Woody Hartley. 
“We want them to hit the ground running now.” 

Szyndlar said the Select Board can create 
the committee which would report back to members 
Chairman Brad Morse, Hartley and Paul Ciaburri. 

Hartley posed the idea of a nine- or 11-member 
committee that would include three public-safety officials 
and general-public representation. “We're going to have 
to have three people from the public,” said Morse. 

Ciaburri and Eldridge both believe that the 
committee’s direction comes before assembling its 
members. “We need to find out what the scope is,” said 
Ciaburri. Eldridge noted that should the plan’s scope 
change, then it could affect committee members’ interest, 
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especially among police officers whose facility may or 
may not be affected by what the committee pursues. 

“The more people you have, the harder it gets 
... better to have some quality than quantity,” suggested 
Szyndlar. 

Daniel suggested soliciting interest from 
townspeople who do not work for Rochester but bring 
relevant areas of expertise to the discussion. 

Morse suggested using the next Select Board 
meeting to further discuss the matter with prospective 
committee members and said he would talk to Police 
Chief Robert Small. 

Hartley said further talks would be prudent with 
a decision a month or two away. 
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In unveiling two preliminary drawings for the 
rerouting of traffic away from Constitution Way, the 
private way that runs along the front of Town Hall and 
the two buildings owned by First Congregational Church 
before turning 90 degrees toward Plumb Corner and 
running past the public library, Eldridge said either plan 
would send traffic behind Town Hall, and all employee 
parking would be out back. 

The choice to be made is between two entry 
points 50 feet apart. 

Either option would send eastbound vehicles 
coming off Route 105 into a hard, right turn, thereby 
bringing an end to the usage of Constitution Way as a 
high-speed exit ramp. There is no buffer between the front 
steps of the buildings, and people exiting Town Hall have 
experienced close calls with traffic. 

Minor options include concrete or asphalt 
sidewalks, raised curbing or, if asphalt, a berm. The 
concrete raised sidewalk would be more user friendly, 
take more work and cost more money. Daniel noted that 
a raised concrete sidewalk would also be ADA compliant 
and called that option a “no brainer.” Either model would 
get rumble strips for vehicles. 

Morse said the next step would be an engineer’s 
drawing and a survey to “get the grades right (and) take 
care of all the water.” 

Eldridge advised town officials to examine the 
two models and formulate questions. 
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If the feasibility studies carry at Spring Town 
Meeting, voters will be asked to decide on a proposed 
construction funding at a special town meeting in the fall. 

Eldridge also addressed the subject of trash. 
Rochester has trash and recycling and distributes stickers 
for residents to use Marion’s Transfer Station at the end of 
Benson Brook Road off Route 6. 

Morse noted that, while Marion handles 
household waste, Rochester lacks a place for residents to 
drop off items like furniture and metals. 

“T personally feel that the biggest issue in this 
town is trash,” said Eldridge, referencing televisions as 
an example. “We pay to get rid of it. We don’t charge, I 
refuse to take the money. ... Our issue is to have a place to 
dispose of it. I’m not reinventing the wheel.” 

ABC does not collect such items. 

In other reports, Health Director Karen Walega 
said the town had 18 Covid cases and told the Select 
Board that Old Rochester Regional schools will lift the 
mask mandate on February 28.

Texas Chainsaw Massacre (2022). Starring Sarah Yarkin 
and Elsie Fisher. Directed by David Blue Garcia. 
Running time: 81 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
streaming on Netflix. 

Have the people who made Netflix’s new Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre ever used a chainsaw? The tool 
wielded by Leatherface (Mark Burnham) cuts through 
flesh, bone, wood, and metal with equally befuddling 
ease, like a hot knife carving an ice-cream cake. Not 
bad for a weapon that’s been literally sitting plastered 
up inside a wall for years. If, however, you’ve used an 
actual chainsaw to cut actual objects, you’ll know this 
thing is more akin to a lightsaber or Excalibur — a pretty 
funny concept, if only the movie weren’t so dour and 
unpleasant. Yes, I know a Texas Chainsaw Massacre film 
has every right to be unpleasant, but I mean its mood as 
much as its content. Tobe Hooper’s original was hell on 
earth to shoot, yet it has an artful, almost playful vibe. 
The new one feels bitter and miserable, with a side order 
of red-state resentment of entrepreneurial urban zoomers 
that I can’t tell if the movie sympathizes with or is just 
exploiting. 

This movie, like David Gordon Green’s Halloween, 
is a direct sequel to the original film and disregards any 
other sequels / prequels / remakes. It’s been fifty years 
since the donnybrook at the ol’ Texas house, occupied 
by Leatherface and his family of cannibals. The family is 
never spoken of here; we’re told Leatherface went to live 
at an orphanage (implying he was a very large teenager in 
the original film, which still puts him at least in his sixties 
here) and has stayed there for years, cared for by a very 
forgiving woman (Alice Krige). But the aforementioned 
zoomers roll into town, having bought up property to 
auction it off. The kids say they own Krige’s house. She 
disagrees. The cops come, she has a heart attack, and 
Leatherface — who presumably has been peaceful all 
these years — crushes that olive branch in one beefy fist. 

The gory kills — the MPAA must really have 
grown lax about movie violence over the last decade or 
so — may be the only thing keeping us connected to the 
film. Texas Chainsaw Massacre is an angry film — angry 
at well-to-do zoomers, angry at the bank, angry at killers 
who are still out there somewhere. Taking another page 
from Green’s Halloween, the film brings back the original’s 
Final Girl: Sally Hardesty (Olwen Fouéré, in for the 


great Marilyn Burns, who passed in 2014), who escaped 
Leatherface and went on to be a Texas ranger obsessed 
with hunting him down. What’s weird is that we’ve been 
half-rooting for Leatherface, because the rich kids are 
mostly annoying and we feel bad he lost his caretaker, 
and then Sally comes in and talks about him like a mad 
dog who must be put down. Olwen Fouéré sells Sally’s 
righteous fury, pulling us over some of the dumber stuff 
Sally does, like insisting Leatherface acknowledge who 
she is. 

That’s a bothersome little detail. Sally must figure 
or hope that if she has to die, she might as well die while 
killing Leatherface, and if he doesn’t know her, he’Il at 
least know she was the one who killed him. But this is a 
horror movie, so she isn’t guaranteed that kind of send-off 
or closure. This Texas Chainsaw Massacre offers no one any 
slack except maybe a redneck handyman (Moe Dunford) 
who acts like a red-hat stereotype until he faces the killer. 
The kids, except one (Elsie Fisher, from Eighth Grade) who 
survived a school shooting, are obnoxious in ways that 
will sting unexpectedly. These little jerks call the cops to 
kick a disabled old lady out of her home — tell me again why 
we shouldn’t revel in their chainsaw vivisection? 

Other than a brief bit appearance (played by 
Burns) in 1995’s awful Texas Chainsaw Massacre: The Next 
Generation, we haven’t seen Sally Hardesty in almost fifty 
years. A movie with more curiosity about what she’s been 
up to might have been nice. It could have centered Sally 
more, played up the death-match angle. Instead, we get 
a bunch of little snots for Leatherface to turn into fine red 
mist, while Sally stomps around on the film’s margins, 
finally thrown away like blood-soaked trash, like almost 
everyone else here. And this sequel dares to evoke the 
original film’s masterful final shots without having a 
thousandth of their impact. It doesn’t convey freedom 
and hysteria, it conveys helplessness and grief. The whole 
movie is like that — depressing, despairing.
